What is an Infrastructure SIP (iSIP)? 


• An iSIP is a SIP that provides the framework for a state's air quality program. 

o Requires states to demonstrate authorities to permit, enforce requirements, and 
implement programs to ensure that emissions do not interfere with air quality or 
visibility in other states (interstate visibility/regional haze). 


• Each state needs to have an iSIP for each National Ambient Air Quality Standard 
(NAAQS). 

• The Clean Air Act (CAA) defines the required elements of an iSIP. Each element 
has one or more provisions that support the overall program.

Site Specific Talking Points: 

■ The Casmalia Resources Superfund Site is a complex 252-acre site that contained various waste 
management areas that resulted in a mix of contaminants entering the groundwater, surface 
water and soils. 

■ The company operated from 1972-1989. 

■ By the time the company ceased operations, it had received more than 5.6 billion pounds of 
waste. 

■ In 1992, ERA stepped in and began emergency response work helping to stabilize the site 
through continued critical maintenance and monitoring activities until it was officially placed 
on era's National Rriorities List, or NRL in 2001 

■ Many successes have already been achieved at the site since it was listed on the NRL, including 
implementation of interim actions to protect of the public. 

■ Landfills have been capped; open pits, ponds, and lagoons have been reconsolidated and 
closed; and liquids collection treatment and disposal systems have been established. 

■ Today we are here to announce the end of one chapter in Casmalia site's history and the 
beginning of a new one that will bring us closer to the finish line. 

■ ERA is here to announce the selection of the final cleanup and closure plan for the Casmalia 
Resources Superfund Site which includes further capping of waste disposal areas, removal of 
contaminated liquids and soils, and the design and construction of an upgraded groundwater 
collection and treatment system. 

■ Our goal is to complete this work in the next five to six years. This will involve detailed 
engineering design that will be followed by construction of new systems. 

■ Once the systems are up and running, ERA will ensure they will operate correctly and provide 
long-term protection to public health and the environment. 

■ This is a great day for ERA, our partners, and especially for the nearby communities of 
Casmalia, Guadalupe, Santa Maria, and Orcutt that will greatly benefit from today's action.

Two Rivers Run Through It - The Klamath and Trinity (largest 
tributary to the Klamath) Rivers run through the Reservation. 
Salmon Dependent on the Rivers are core to Hupa culture, 
subsistence, and religion. Consequently, the Tribe forcefully 
and successfully champions water quality protection and 
restoration of the Klamath Basin. 


Capacity Building: The Tribe has long been a recipient of 
General Assistance Program funding, which has supported 
development of the TEPA more broadly, and the 
programmatic development of many of the Tribe's current 
capacities. The Tribe continues to receive GAP funding to 
support program administration, strategic planning, solid 
waste implementation, and cross-tribal engagement. 



General Information - The Hoopa Tribe is a compact tribe, 
meaning they have assumed responsibility for many services 
that were traditionally administered by the BIA and IHS. 
Hoopa is the only Tribe in California that manages their own 
sanitation construction projects, a function they compacted 
from the IHS. They administer a host of programs that were 
derived from the BIA to support, programs such as fire¬ 
fighting, realty, forestry, wildlife, and fisheries. They run the 
Hoopa Valley Public Utilities District (HVPUD), which manages 
a transfer station, and drinking water and wastewater 
programs. The Tribe also operates businesses, such as a hotel 
and rock aggregate operation, as well as their own police 
force and court system. The Tribe is one of the largest 
employers in Humboldt County and the Hoopa Valley 
Reservation is the biggest tribal land base in California. Hoopa 
will receive funding from four EPA programs in FY2019 and 
has received funding from other EPA programs in the past. 
The Tribe initiated a performance partnership grant (PPG) in 
1999, which folds qualified EPA funding sources into a single 
grant. Region 9 coordinates most closely with TEPA and 
HVPUD, who manage most of the Tribe's EPA-related issues. 


Solid Waste Management - Hoopa has been closing illegal 
dumps, recycling scrap metal and educating their members 
about proper waste disposal since the mid-1990s. Illegal 
dumping has been curtailed to a large degree, but the Tribe 
continues to prosecute individuals who violate solid waste 
laws. TEPA works with Council and all enforcement entities to 
maintain a team approach to curbing illegal storage and 
dumping of waste. 


FOR INTERNAL USE ONLY- MAY CONTAIN CONFIDENTIAL OR SENSITIVE INFORMATION 
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Superfund National Priorities list (NPL) - The abandoned 
Celtor Chennical Works copper ore nnill in the northern end of 
Hoopa Valley was the first site on tribal land to be added to 
the NPL. EPA worked with Hoopa to clean and delist the site. 
TEPA and R9 Superfund Division (SFD) staff recently identified 
nnine tailings adjacent to the Site along the bank of the Trinity 
River. SFD initiated a Rennedial Investigation in coordination 
with TEPA. The investigation is ongoing and included 
extensive field sannpling in 2017. SFD staff have also been 
working with the Tribe to evaluate another Site, the Copper 
Bluff Mine, for proposal to the NPL. Acid nnine drainage has 
been flowing into the Trinity River since the nnine closed in 
1962, potentially exposing tribal and non-tribal fishernnan to 
heavy nnetals and threatening the fishery on which the Hupa 
People depend. In July 2018, EPA received a letter of 
concurrence fronn Hoopa for proposing the site to the NPL. 

Superfund Brownfields - The Tribe has worked with EPA to 
clean and redevelop several Brownfields sites. Hoopa's 
CERCLA 128(a) Tribal Response Progrann, initiated in 2011, 
has been providing resources to identify and revitalize 
brownfields and other contanninated sites on the Reservation 
and to support TEPA in protecting public health and the 
environnnent (including NPL-related work described above). 
For exannple, the Tribe recently used 128(a) funding to abate 
lead and asbestos to help renovate their Tribal Court House 
that had been shuttered in 2014 due to structural issues. The 
Court House's redevelopnnent was connpleted in 2018 and 
allows TEPA to effectively enforce environnnental ordinances. 
In 2018, Hoopa successfully applied to receive assistance to 
assess and develop cleanup plans for several nnore sites 
through EPA's Targeted Brownfields Assessnnent Progrann. 


Drinking Water: The Tribe's drinking water systenn is connplex 
with two surface water treatnnent plants and nnultiple 
pressure zones, storage tanks, and booster stations. 


Ex. (b)(5): Internal Deliberative 


The Tribe has two current Drinking Water Tribal Set- 
Aside grants, one for $59,000 to update chlorination facilities, 
the second for $411,000 to install ultraviolet light and 
hydrogen peroxide connbination to inactivate cyanotoxins, 
which were detected in the drinking water supply in the 
sunnnner of 2014.

Wastewater: In FY15, under the Clean Water Indian Set-Aside 
Progrann, EPA in coordination with the Indian Health Service 
(IHS) funded a "pilot" greywater systenn as part of a 
wastewater project listed on the IHS Sanitation Deficiency 
Systenn (SDS). The Project was in response to a severe 
drought. The greywater systenns were connpleted in Fall 2016. 
They divert sink and wash water to the gardens of each 
selected property. Each property owner was provided 
training on how to utilize the greywater systenns. The top 
septic waste priority for the Tribe is a septage facility, which is 
currently listed on the SDS. Hoopa is conducting a feasibility 
study for the facility under a California Prop 1 grant. The Tribe 
currently hauls the septage waste and dunnps in an open pit. 


Relicensing the Klamath Hydroelectric Project (KHP) - 

The KHP included eight developnnents. A traditional 
relicensing process originally ended in FERC recommending 
an alternative that did not involve dam removal. 
Dissatisfaction with the alternative spawned a parallel 
mediation process that lead to development of two linked 
agreements that called for dam removal; the Klamath 
Hydroelectric Settlement Agreement (KHSA) identified 
PacifiCorp's obligations and the Klamath Basin Restoration 
Agreement (KBRA) identified complimentary restoration 
plans that would be funded by other parties. In October 2009, 
Hoopa wrote a letter to the EPA expressing concerns about 
the KHSA and KBRA. The Tribe felt the Agreements, a) 
undermined the purposes of the Clean Water Act, b) limited 
PacifiCorp's obligations to implement TMDLs, and c) allowed 
the 401 Certification process to be held in abeyance, which 
exempted PacifiCorp from meeting new water quality 
requirements. The EPA responded to Hoopa's letter, 
indicating we shared their concern with point c, but disagreed 
with points a and b. The Tribe attempted to assert CWA 401 
certification authority over the KHP during relicensing 
proceedings, but was not successful in that effort. Congress 
did not authorize the KBRA, so KHP relicensing reverted to a 
new path under an amended KHSA. The new path involves 
decommissioning four dams under direction of the Klamath 
River Renewal Corporation (KRRC). The KRRC submitted a 
comprehensive removal plan to FERC in June 2018. The 
Project, if completed, would be the largest dam removal 
project in U.S. History and would be expected to improve 
water quality and help restore fisheries. 


Water Quality Program - TEPA has conducted water quality 
monitoring on the Trinity and its tributaries since 1993 and 
initiated water quality monitoring on the Klamath River in 
2010. The Hoopa Valley Tribe was one of the first regional 
tribes to receive "Treatment as State" approval in 1996 under 
the Clean Water Act and has EPA-approved water quality 
standards for the Trinity and Klamath Rivers. Their Klamath 
standards include numeric objectives for dissolved oxygen, 
nutrients, temperature, microcystis and microcystin. The 
Tribe helped CA develop cultural and subsistence fishing 
beneficial use standards. Hoopa's persistent and insightful 
leadership in water issues also resulted in the Trinity Basin 
Fish and Wildlife Management Act, which paved the way for 
significant restoration in the Trinity sub-basin.

Important Considerations in Incident 
Management: Executive Responsibility 


> Every incident is unique and requires specific objectives to 
be established by executives 

> EPA has experienced and trained response personnel but 
executives have ultimate responsibility for every response 

> Mastery of response strategy within 24 hours is essential to 
success 

> National Incident Management System (NIMS) requires the 
Incident Command System (ICS) structure used by all 
federal response agencies

- Allows its users to adopt an 
integrated organizational 
structure to match the 
complexities and demands of 
single or multiple incidents 
without being hindered by 
jurisdictional boundaries. 
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Important Considerations in Incident 
Management: Benefits of ICS Structure 


> Adherence to the ICS structure: 

• is critical to successful incident management 

• enables clarity in dialogue among executives and 
responders/communication staff in the field; provides common 
language between EPA and all response partners 

• enables maximum use of trained personnel for advice in complex 
decision-making 

• enables accurate/rapid response to information requests from the 
White House, Congress, state and local officials 

• enables accurate recordkeeping/response for IG/GAO audits, 
investigations, FOIAs and litigation which often follow large-scale 
responses 
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Incidents Managed Using ICS

Roles and Responsibilities in Incident 
Management: Regional Administrator 


> RA in consultation with headquarters sets overall management 
objectives/priorities at regional level 

> RA designates Regional Incident Coordinator who is primary 
contact with Incident Commander in response. 

> RA or designee, in close coordination with regional PAD and AA 
for Public Affairs, serves as regional spokesperson and 
coordinates with response partners at political and strategic level 

> RA utilizes regional Public Affairs Director/staff within ICS 
structure for maximum communication and response capability

SUPERFUND NATIONAL PRIORITY LISTING PROCESS 
PROPOSED SITES: COPPER BLUFF MINE + ORANGE COUNTY NORTH BASIN 


Superfund National Priority Listing Process 
Key Takeaways: 

• NPL listing is for the nation's largest and most complex sites that require long-term cleanup; 
states and local entities address most other sites 

• NPL listing is an iterative process of scientific review, public input and notice and comment 
rulemaking 

• NPL listing involves multiple stakeholders and can be controversial 

Process: Sites are listed on the National Priorities List (NPL) upon completion of Hazard Ranking System 
(HRS) scoring, concurrence by the state or tribe, review by Office of Management and Budget (0MB) 
review. Administrator signature, publication of a proposed rulemaking, public comment period, EPA 
response to comments, and a final rulemaking. 

Proposed and final NPL rules are published in the Federal Register, usually in the Spring and Fall. 
OLEM/OSRTI coordinates the process and timeline, which varies depending on the individual sites and 
reviewers 

What Listing Means: When a site is listed on the NPL, the Remedial Process begins, usually with a 
detailed Potentially Responsible Party (PRP) search and Remedial Investigation/Feasibility Study (RI/FS). 
If no viable PRPs are found, appropriated funds are used for investigation and cleanup. 

Key OLEM Decisionmakers: Barry Breen, Jim Woolford 

Copper Bluff Mine - Proposed NPL Listing (not yet publicly proposed) 

Key Takeaways: 

• Acid mine drainage from the mine directly impacts fish, which are a key tribal cultural resource 

• Request for cleanup came from the Hoopa Valley Tribe; EPA Region 9 supports NPL listing 
because the environmental impacts are significant, and cleanup could be costly and complex. 

• The mine is entirely on tribal land and there are no viable responsible parties 

EPA Supports Listing: Human health and environmental impacts are significant; tribal resources are 
insufficient to complete a potentially lengthy and complex mine cleanup. 

Listing Status: The draft HRS Documentation Record is under technical review by OSRTI. Next step would 
be for the Regional Administrator send a letter to the tribal chairman. Honorable Ryan Jackson, 
requesting the tribe's formal concurrence to propose the site in Fall 2018. Headquarters requests the 
tribal response by mid-July 2018. We have advised the Bureau of Indian Affairs of the proposed listing. 
Once concurrence is received and the NPL Listing Package is reviewed by HQ and 0MB, a rulemaking 
publication in the federal register begins a 60-day public comment period. Since there are no viable 
responsible parties and the tribe supports listing, we do not expect to receive substantial oppositional 
comments on the site. NPL listing could likely be finalized in next rulemaking update (Spring 2019), and 
EPA would initiate a RI/FS. 

RA Action: Sign letter requesting tribal concurrence.

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SUPERFUND NATIONAL PRIORITY LISTING PROCESS 
PROPOSED SITES: COPPER BLUFF MINE + ORANGE COUNTY NORTH BASIN 


Orange County North Basin - Proposed NPL Listing (publicly proposed on January 18, 2018) 

Key Takeaways: 

• Approximately 2.5 million people use this groundwater basin as a drinking water source. 

• Industrial releases of Tetrachloroethene (PCE), trichloroethene (TCE), 1,1-DCE and 1,4-Dioxane 
and other solvents threaten the primary drinking water source for Orange County. 

• The State is currently providing oversight on source site cleanups, but requested the listing 
because they could not adequately address the complex, comingled plume as a whole due to 
the number of sources and jurisdictions involved. 

• Though not typical, this site is already undergoing an interim Remedial Investigation/Feasibility 
Study (FI/FS), with an anticipated completion date late in FY2020. 

• Orange County Water District (OCWD) is conducting the interim RI/FS in the public interest with 
the expectations that PRPs will implement the remedy. 

• OCWD supports listing, and the Orange County Business Council opposes it. 

EPA Supports Listing: EPA added the site to the list of sites targeted for ''immediate, intense action" in 
December 2017 (prior to NPL proposal) due to the seriousness of the threat to a large drinking water 
basin. Other cleanup programs were evaluated, but could not adequately address the plume due to the 
number of sources and jurisdictions involved. 

Listing Status: The State of California concurred with listing the plume on the NPL. EPA proposed the site 
in January 2018 and accepted comments until May 2018. OSRTI, in coordination with Region 9, will 
prepare a support document that responds to the 93 comments received. If comments are easily 
addressed, OCNB will be included in the next rulemaking action, tentatively scheduled for Fall 2018. 

RA Action: No required action now. However, we may receive meeting requests from OCWD or OCBC 
prior to the final rulemaking.

• NPL listing is an iterative process of scientific review, public input and notice and comment 
rulemaking 

• NPL listing involves multiple stakeholders and can be controversial 

Process: Sites are listed on the National Priorities List (NPL) upon completion of Hazard Ranking System 
(HRS) scoring, concurrence by the state or tribe, review by Office of Management and Budget (0MB) 
review. Administrator signature, publication of a proposed rulemaking, public comment period, EPA 
response to comments, and a final rulemaking. 

Proposed and final NPL rules are published in the Federal Register, usually in the Spring and Fall. 
OLEM/OSRTI coordinates the process and timeline, which varies depending on the individual sites and 
reviewers 

What Listing Means: When a site is listed on the NPL, the Remedial Process begins, usually with a 
detailed Potentially Responsible Party (PRP) search and Remedial Investigation/Feasibility Study (RI/FS). 
If no viable PRPs are found, appropriated funds are used for investigation and cleanup. 

Key OLEM Decisionmakers: Barry Breen, Jim Woolford 

Copper Bluff Mine - Proposed NPL Listing (not yet publicly proposed) 

Key Takeaways: 

• Acid mine drainage from the mine directly impacts fish, which are a key tribal cultural resource 

• Request for cleanup came from the Hoopa Valley Tribe; EPA Region 9 supports NPL listing 
because the environmental impacts are significant, and cleanup could be costly and complex. 

• The mine is entirely on tribal land and there are no viable responsible parties 

EPA Supports Listing: Human health and environmental impacts are significant; tribal resources are 
insufficient to complete a potentially lengthy and complex mine cleanup. 

Listing Status: The draft HRS Documentation Record is under technical review by OSRTI. Next step would 
be for the Regional Administrator send a letter to the tribal chairman. Honorable Ryan Jackson, 
requesting the tribe's formal concurrence to propose the site in Fall 2018. Headquarters requests the 
tribal response by mid-July 2018. We have advised the Bureau of Indian Affairs of the proposed listing. 
Once concurrence is received and the NPL Listing Package is reviewed by HQ and 0MB, a rulemaking 
publication in the federal register begins a 60-day public comment period. Since there are no viable 
responsible parties and the tribe supports listing, we do not expect to receive substantial oppositional 
comments on the site. NPL listing could likely be finalized in next rulemaking update (Spring 2019), and 
EPA would initiate a RI/FS. 

RA Action: Sign letter requesting tribal concurrence.

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SUPERFUND NATIONAL PRIORITY LISTING PROCESS 
PROPOSED SITES: COPPER BLUFF MINE + ORANGE COUNTY NORTH BASIN 


Orange County North Basin - Proposed NPL Listing (publicly proposed on January 18, 2018) 

Key Takeaways: 

• Approximately 2.5 million people use this groundwater basin as a drinking water source. 

• Industrial releases of Tetrachloroethene (PCE), trichloroethene (TCE), 1,1-DCE and 1,4-Dioxane 
and other solvents threaten the primary drinking water source for Orange County. 

• The State is currently providing oversight on source site cleanups, but requested the listing 
because they could not adequately address the complex, comingled plume as a whole due to 
the number of sources and jurisdictions involved. 

• Though not typical, this site is already undergoing an interim Remedial Investigation/Feasibility 
Study (FI/FS), with an anticipated completion date late in FY2020. 

• Orange County Water District (OCWD) is conducting the interim RI/FS in the public interest with 
the expectations that PRPs will implement the remedy. 

• OCWD supports listing, and the Orange County Business Council opposes it. 

EPA Supports Listing: EPA added the site to the list of sites targeted for ''immediate, intense action" in 
December 2017 (prior to NPL proposal) due to the seriousness of the threat to a large drinking water 
basin. Other cleanup programs were evaluated, but could not adequately address the plume due to the 
number of sources and jurisdictions involved. 

Listing Status: The State of California concurred with listing the plume on the NPL. EPA proposed the site 
in January 2018 and accepted comments until May 2018. OSRTI, in coordination with Region 9, will 
prepare a support document that responds to the 93 comments received. If comments are easily 
addressed, OCNB will be included in the next rulemaking action, tentatively scheduled for Fall 2018. 

RA Action: No required action now. However, we may receive meeting requests from OCWD or OCBC 
prior to the final rulemaking.

EPA Region 9 includes the strategically important U.S. territories of American Samoa, Guam, and the 
Commonwealth of the Northern Mariana Islands (CNMI); and Freely Associated States of Palau, 
Marshall Islands, and Micronesia. These remote islands, several thousand miles from the rest of 
Region 9, are important to US national security. The U.S.-affiliated Pacific islands have small 
populations, a high percentage of residents living in poverty, vulnerability to natural disasters, and 
unique legal relationships with the U.S.—making them different from the rest of Region 9 and 
requiring special consideration and attention. _ 

The Pacific islands are home to two major military bases on Guam (the closest US soil to Korea and 
China), and the main facility to test the United States anti-ballistic missile defense system (Kwajalein 
Atoll, Marshall Islands). EPA partners with DOD and the Pacific islands to protect national security, and 
with local government to build capacity and address their most pressing needs: improving access to 
clean, safe water; increasing resilience to droughts, floods, typhoons and other natural disasters; 
enhancing joint preparedness for emergency response, and rehabilitating contaminated sites. 

EPA largely treats the U.S. territories as states, providing funding for local environmental programs 
and water infrastructure construction. EPA's $33 million dollars in annual grants support economic 
development in the islands, including major water system improvements and hundreds of jobs. 

EPA Region 9 uses Congressionally-authorized policies specific to the islands to provide administrative 
efficiency and flexibility, including consolidating grants from multiple funding sources to minimize 
administrative burdens. Region 9 coordinates technical assistance to the Pacific islands as an in-kind 
service, and uses enforcement, when necessary, as a tool to improve public health. 

Major accomplishments in the Pacific islands include: 

Pacific Island residents with access to safe water increased from 39% in 2003 to 82% in 2017. 
Sewage spills on Guam were reduced by over 99% from 2003 to 2017. 

Pollution from municipal dumps into waterways on Guam and Saipan was eliminated in 2016. 

New cases of the disease leptospirosis in American Samoa have been nearly eradicated by 
eliminating wastewater discharge from small pig farms. 

EPA supported construction of the first LEED Platinum building in the Pacific—the new 
headquarters for American Samoa EPA. 

In American Samoa, EPA helped the outer islands of Ta'u and Ofu gain energy independence by 
switching from high-priced diesel to 100% renewable energy. 

EPA helped the CNMI improve safe handling of unexploded ordnance left over from WWII. 
Recycling rate in Guam increased 18% to 34% from 2011 to 2017, with EPA technical assistance.

o And as a resident of Santa Barbara, I also have a connection with the Pacific Ocean - just 
from the other side as you.

o I’d also like to thank Jeff, Bridget and John, and our Pacific Islands Team, and the many 
other folks in this Region, who have been strong advocates for the Pacific islands, 
o I’ve learned that the partnership between EPA and the Pacific islands goes back a long 
way - nearly to the beginning of EPA Region 9. 
o I also heard about the good work you’ve done, and some of the big accomplishments we 
have made together in the Pacific over the past 15 years. 

o Drinking water is so much safer than it used to be 15 years ago. That’s a major public 
health improvement. 

o Leptospirosis . In American Samoa, the risk from the disease Leptospirosis has been 
nearly eradicated. American Samoa EPA took a strong leadership role in that, 
o Wastewater and beaches . Wastewater spills have decreased by over 90% since the early 
2000s, and beaches are safer - thanks again to teamwork from EPA and your offices. 
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o Solid waste handling has improved tremendously. Guam and CNMI have closed two 
large dumps, and opened compliant landfills. And Guam’s recycling rate has jumped 
from 18% to 34%. 

[Budget] 

I’d like to talk for a moment about EPA’s budget. 

o First, the FY18 budget - You’re probably aware that after several Continuing 
Resolutions, our funding is now intact through the end of September, 
o We’re in the FY19 budget process now, so we can’t talk with certainty about next year, 
o I want to let you know the Administration’s FY19 budget does propose cuts to EPA 
funding - including cuts to several of the funds we give to state and territorial EPAs. 
o But as we learned with the FY18 budget. Congress plays a major role in the budget 
process, and at least for FY18, Congress did not cut EPA’s funding from prior levels, 
o The initial indications from Congress for FY19 are no major budget cuts to EPA grants, 
o In other words, we expect EPA’s budget next year to look very similar to this year, other 
than internally we’ll have a few less staff. 

o And if Congress doesn’t pass a budget by September 30, we could start next fiscal year 
with another Continuing Resolution, which would also keep the status quo. 
o [Note to Mike: Administration-proposed budget cuts would have severe impacts for the 
islands, with up to an overall 45% reduction in revenues to territories.] 
o Even with all our budget uncertainties, I want to assure you the Pacific Islands will 
continue to be a priority for us at EPA. 


[Closing] 

In closing, I just want to say I am very happy that we are hosting you in San Francisco for this 
Pacific Islands Environment Directors meeting. 

In alignment with Administrator Scott Pruitt, our main job here is to support you - to help you do 
the job of protecting the environmental health of the Pacific Islands. 

The Pacific Islands will remain a priority for EPA for as long as I’m here. 

I look forward to seeing you over the next few days, and to working with you over the next 
several years to build upon our many great successes.

ERA Region g's Draft Lead Action Plan 

Background - Why Focus on Lead in Region 9? 

There is no known safe level of lead in the blood. Even small amounts may cause learning and behavior 
problems in children. Lead exposure is also associated with other harmful effects in both children and adults, 
including neurological, cardiovascular, kidney, developmental, and reproductive outcomes. In 2012, the 
Centers for Disease Control lowered the reference value for blood lead level (BLL) to 5 ug/dL. CDC is currently 
considering whether to update the reference value from 5 to 3.5 pg/dL. 

Common sources of lead include lead-based paint (pre-1978); lead-contaminated soil; lead-contaminated 
dust from paint or soil; lead in drinking water pipes; take-home exposure in dust brought home on clothing, 
equipment, or vehicles, and lead in certain imported products. 

Childhood lead poisoning has commonly been viewed as a challenge forthe Northeast and Midwest. CDC- 
funded research conducted by Tracking California (part of the Public Health Institute) suggests that/eac/ 
poisoning impacts children in all regions of the United States, and finds that some states are reporting a higher 
percentage of the estimated universe of lead-poisoned children. Tracking California researchers estimated 
based on states' reporting to CDC that the Northeast and Midwest regions identified the highest number of 
lead-exposed children. The South had the highest number of children with lead exposure, yet identified only 
25% of them. The West had the fewest number of lead-exposed children, but performed the worst at 
identification, with only 22% of lead-exposed children identified. Modeled estimates indicate that California 
identifies roughly four in ten lead-poisoned children while Nevada and Arizona identify less than 1% and 
about 1% of lead-poisoned children, respectively. Hawaii does not report data to the CDC so no estimate is 
available. 

Lead exposure is not equal for all children—available data show disparities in exposure as a function of 
race/ethnicity, income, and geographic location. This exposure risk is disproportionately higher for 
racial/ethnic minorities, households living in poverty, and for children living in pre -1978 homes that do not 
receive government rental support. (See attachment, EJ and Lead.) 

• Of the 113 National Priority List sites in Rg, 36 sites tested positive for lead in soil and 17 have remedies 
that address lead as a contaminant of concern. 

• Of the hundreds of thousands of contractors who renovate and paint homes that might have lead- 
based paint and thus subject to the Lead Renovation, Repair and Paint rule, approximately 70 
thousand are based in in Region g. 

• OCSPP relies on a formula to determine a "lead burden score" based on the number of pre-1978 
housing units, children under 5, percent of families below poverty with children under 5, and the 
number of low-income housing units with lead based paint. Only two states have scores greater than 
California's. Arizona's high score is also in the top 20 lead burden scores. 

About THE R9 Draft Lead Action Plan 

In support of the Administrator's "War on Lead", each region was asked to develop and publicize an action 
plan to implement the interagency Federal Strategy to Reduce Childhood Lead Exposures and Associated 
Health Effects. The current Strategy addresses lead comprehensively through multiple federal authorities and 
was developed by EPA's Office of Children's Health Protection, Health and Human Services and other Senior 
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Steering Committee members of the President's Task Force on Environmental Health Risks and Safety Risks 


to Children.

Action Plan to Reduce Community Lead Exposure 

[includes edits from DTSC] 


Draft June 12,2018 


Lead exposure remains a significant public health concern for children because lead hazards in the 
environment persist. According to the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, there is no known 
safe level of lead in blood. Even low levels of lead in blood have been shown to affect IQ, ability to 
pay attention, and academic achievement. And effects of lead exposure cannot be corrected. Lead 
exposure and its consequences disproportionately affect minority and low-income families and 
communities. Some factors that can contribute to this disproportionate burden include living in older 
housing with lead-based paint and other lead hazards, income level, and proximity to legacy lead 
sources such as soil near roadways and former industrial sites. 

Safe Drinking Water 

1. We will continue to conduct lead and copper rule training for states and water systems. As part 
of our updated Small System Action Plan, we will work with our states to ensure water system 
compliance with all drinking water standards, including compliance with lead and copper rule 
requirements. 

2. We will sample drinking water at 133 tribal school facilities, with the support of the Rg laboratory 
and funds from the Rg Children's Health Program. If sampling identifies elevated lead levels (>15 
ppb), we will work with the school/tribe to reduce lead levels and minimize exposure. 

3. We will work with Arizona and California on a plan to address state implementation of the Lead 
and Copper Rule, which included file reviews of 34 water systems with repeat exceedances of the 
lead action level. 

Clean Air 

1. EPA will propose action on Arizona's air quality plan to meet the National Ambient Air Quality 
lead standard under the Clean Air Act. A consent decree between EPA and ASARCO (Hayden, 
Ariz.) requires controls by December 2018. 

2. We will review lead monitoring data from five airports in Region g. We use these data to compare 
against our health-based standard, to determine whether lead emissions from aircraft are likely 
to affect public health. 

Lead-Based Paint in Homes and Residences 

1. Training and Qutreach - We will accredit 50 training providers who provide training on Lead Safe 
Work Practices to contractors and other professionals. We will audit 15-20 training providers to 
ensure the courses are taught according to EPA requirements and certification exams are 
properly administered. 

2. We will conduct 8 free Lead-Based Training workshops including in Spanish, for low income 
individuals. If funding is made available, we will offer workshops in Sacramento, Calif., and in 
Phoenix and Tucson, Ariz. 

3. We will reach more 100 organizations with outreach material and technical assistance to state, 
local and private health services organizations to develop local and tribal capacity to train 
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residents on lead hazards, conduct blood lead screenings, and provide treatment information for 
lead-poisoned children. 

4. Technical Assistance and Grants to States - We will award $500,000 in annual grants to California 
and Hawaii to support lead-based paint abatement programs. 

5. We will reach young families with basic lead poisoning prevention information including in 
English and Spanish through mailings to the 732 public libraries in California, 87 public libraries in 
Nevada, 141 public libraries in Arizona and 50 public libraries in Hawaii. 

Enforcement of the Lead Renovation, Repair and Painting Rule (RRP Rule) 

1. We will conduct 70 inspections under the Lead RRP Rules and take enforcement actions to 
address noncompliance. 

2. Rg's enforcement programs, including our lead-based paint program, will continue to participate 
in CalEPA's Environmental Justice (EJ) Enforcement Task Force to focus the compliance and 
enforcement authorities (of state and local agencies and EPA) in communities with EJ concerns. 
We will focus on the Imperial Valley, Stockton and other locations selected by CalEPA. 

Lead in Soil 

1. Eureka Smelter (Nev.) - EPA plans to complete the residential soil cleanup of approximately 35 
residential properties affected by the Eureka Smelter, where sampling data show some of the 
highest levels of lead concentrations in soils found in Rg. 

2. EPA will work with the California Department of Toxic Substances Control (DTSC) to evaluate 
lead-acid battery recycling facilities in California. DTSC's program for addressing contamination 
from lead-acid battery recycling facilities is based on California state law and will focus on 3g 
former lead smelter sites identified from a comprehensive review of site investigation and 
cleanup records maintained by EPA and DTSC. To support development of criteria for 
prioritization, DTSC and EPA Region g are conducting a pilot study in West Oakland to 
understand the distribution of lead and other heavy metals in soil. EPA and DTSC will review the 
results from the soil study and will coordinate on next steps. Community engagement is ongoing. 

3. Cleanup of Exide (Vernon, Calif.) - - Rg will continue to coordinate with DTSC regarding the 
DTSC-led former Exide facility closure and corrective action. For the cleanup of sensitive land use 
properties in communities surrounding the former facility (Preliminary Investigation Area), EPA 
will provide technical support as needed. 

Brownfields 

1. Rg will offer technical assistance through the Targeted Brownfields Assessment program, and 
will prioritize requests focused on lead contamination, where EPA can test soil and buildings for 
the presence of lead and provide recommendations for cleanup. 

2. EPA will administer Brownfields competitive grants to support communities in addressing soil 
contaminants (including lead) community outreach, soil sampling and cleanup/removal of 
contaminated soil. Examples include 

o The City of Richmond, Calif, received a $400,000 Brownfields Assessment grant focused 
primarily on determining the presence of lead in abandoned and foreclosed homes. The 
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City will work with the nonprofit Richmond Community Foundation to abate lead and 
other contaminants, renovate the homes and make them available for first-time 
homebuyers. 

o The San Francisco Recreation and Parks Department received a $76,000 EPA Brownfields 
Cleanup grant to remove lead from the Shipwrights Cottage and environs, part of a larger 
cleanup effort in what will become a public park and open space. 

3. EPA will administer grants awarded under the Brownfields Environmental Workforce 
Development and Job Training program to train and certify adults in environmental 
management, including lead abatement, preparing them for jobs in soil cleanup. EPA will award 
the Los Angeles Conservation Corps and Hunters Point Family $200,000 each to conduct 
environmental training for unemployed and underemployed adults. By 2020,108 students will be 
trained and state-certified in lead abatement. 

Children's Health Program 

1. We will reach 700 parents, school and childcare staff, community health workers and health 
professionals through training and outreach activities focused on protecting children from lead 
and other environmental hazards. 

2. We will work with school districts in Northern California, Southern Nevada and Arizona to 
address environmental health challenges encountered during school renovations including lead- 
based paint and lead in drinking water hazards. With State and local partners, EPA will conduct 3 
workshops in Ariz. in FY18 and depending on resources, may do more in FY19. Workshops will 
focus on disseminating best practices, compliance assistance, and developing strong peer-to- 
peer networks to address environmental health issues in schools.

Discussion Paper for the Environmental Justice and Community Revitalization Council 
BUILD ON PAST WORK 

EPA has a long history of integrating environmental justice (EJ) into our work. We have demonstrated meaningful 
and measurable environmental and public health outcomes in minority, low-income, tribal and indigenous 
communities (areas of EJ concern). The following examples, as well as many others, provide lessons for future work. 

• Boston: Multiple joint targeting efforts reduced the number of new childhood lead poisoning cases from 1,1 23 
cases in 2001 to 1 63 cases in 201 0. 

• Omaha Lead Superfund Site: The percentage of children with elevated blood lead levels in the 27-square 
mile area (over 175,000 persons) around the site decreased from 25% in 1 999 to 0.3% in 2017. 

• Region 9: 38 of the 44 small public water systems that exceeded the lead action level in August 201 6 were 
brought into compliance by the end of FY2017. 

CONTINUE THIS WORK THROUGH REGIONAL LEAD ACTION PLANS 

All EPA Regions will implement the National Lead Strategy through Regional Lead Action Plans. They should 
integrate environmental justice into this work in a manner that helps EPA work with partners to achieve shared 
goals of advancing EJ, improving public health, and revitalizing communities. Many Regions are already working 
on this integration, as well as on the processes and partnerships needed to support the work. Regional experience, 
networks and approaches can inform the National Lead Coordinator in developing a national strategic framework 
that integrates EJ and community revitalization. Key themes identified by Regions include: 

1 . Focus on Tangible and Measurable Results: We should focus our efforts on places where we can effectively 
contribute to meaningful and measurable environmental and public health outcomes in more efficient and 
robust ways through all appropriate media programs. Regions should be encouraged to consider this 
important factor when selecting the Administrator’s initial ten areas for focused action on lead as well as for 
other initiatives. 

2. Targeting for High Risk Populations: Scientific consensus exists that race, poverty and age of housing are the 
most critical indicators consistently highly predictive for lead exposure nationally. Consistent with environmental 
justice screening approaches, we will also consider cumulative impacts from multiple media in targeting for 
lead risk. Work with federal agencies, states and local government is essential for obtaining data needed for 
identifying hotspots for action and developing lead targeting tools useful for EPA programs and external 
partners. Over time, we should integrate existing targeting and modeling efforts (e.g.. Region 5, OCSPP, ORD) 
to develop a OneEPA lead targeting tool, building on existing platforms such as EJSCREEN. Targeting takes 
place on a program-specific basis, within Regions and on a community scale. 

3. States and Cooperative Federalism: Addressing lead exposure in a multi-media, multi-agency fashion is an 
ideal opportunity to practice a holistic approach to cooperative federalism that integrates public health and 
environmental programs across federal agencies, states, local governments, tribes and communities at both the 
vertical and horizontal levels. Our strategy will use states as a starting point, as they are critical to advancing 
our EJ mission and overall environmental governance. Initial engagement with states has surfaced working 
together to target areas of high risk with both federal and local data, joint planning and governance in 
development of EPA Regional lead action plans, and identification of areas for joint priority action as key 
issues. Every Region should engage in a proactive state engagement strategy that draws on a collective vision 
of best practices for engaging states and supports joint planning and shared governance of projects. 

4. Community-Driven Work: Community-driven work is an incredibly robust and vital area that can be tied to 
our holistic approach to cooperative federalism. It enables proactive leadership from community groups, 
academia, philanthropies and other civil society groups. Every truly successful solution around lead has a strong 
community leadership element. EPA resources can include citizen science, EJ and other grants, technical 
assistance, and other resources - all taking lessons from lead successes such as Boston, MA, Omaha, NE, and 
Newburgh, NY. This work provides opportunities to promote innovative approaches to address lead through 
healthy homes, job training and creation, sustainable materials reuse and health care mechanisms. Attention 
should be given to a variety of contexts — including urban, rural and tribal. 

5. Communications and Engagement with Populations of Concern: EPA will work to support the Federal Lead 
Strategy’s outreach and communications goal through engagement with tribes and indigenous populations, key 
community-based projects, EJ organizations and stakeholder groups. One example is groups addressing retail 
outlets with products of high lead content that disproportionately impact minority and low-income populations.

In addition, please review the questions for the discussion with EGOS, tribes and other organizations on 
July 18 and the workforce discussions on July 19 shown on the agenda and come prepared to discuss 
them from both the EPA-wide perspective but also through the lens of your program or region. Details 
on the pre-work request will be provided in follow-on guidance from the Office of Budget and the 
Office of Planning, Analysis and Accountability.

This briefing will provide a more in-depth review of the National 
Incident Management System/Incident Command System (NIMS/ICS), 
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how EPA fits into the federal structure and how the EPA regional 
leadership teann interfaces with EPA headquarters and other federal 
agencies, during significant incident responses. The focus of this 
briefing is the use of ICS and policy/coordination groups during the 
large or high visibility incident, where regional resources are 
overwheinned, the President issues a federal disaster declaration and 
EPA is activated by FEMA or the nature of the incident (ie, a terrorist 
attack) leads to high levels of scrutiny and public interest. 


Main points: 

* NIMS/ICS provides a structure, ternninology and doctrine that is well

problenns develop when people (at any level) short circuit the systenn. 

* EPA regions and headquarters have analogous policy and planning 
groups (National Incident Coordination Teann and the Regional 
Incident Coordination Teann) that can be used to facilitate the efficient 
use of Agency resources and assets. In the briefing we will describe
